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Petersburg Civic Clubs Maintain 
Exclusion of Jews as Members

The six clubs which are entire- 
ly “Judenrein” in St. Pete are the 
Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions, Ex- 
change, Civitan and Optimist.

Gilbert J. Balkin, Florida ADL 
director, thinks that the absence 
of Jews from these clubs is much 
more than coincidence. “I've 
heard of no other city in the coun- 
try as flagrantly restricted 
(among civic clubs) as St. Peters- 
burg,” he told The Post. 
ST. PETERSBURG EXCLUSIVE 

The ADL survey showed no 
other Florida city totally void of 
Jewish membership in all the 
clubs. Even Ft. Lauderdale, 
known for its “intensive resort 
boasts a number 
of Jews in its civic clubs. 

St. Petersburg, on the west- 
central coast of Florida, is about 
250 miles from Miami. With a 
general population of 100,000, it 
has a Jewish population of ap- 
proximately 1,000 families, of 
whom a large percentage are 
business and professional people, 
according to David Wolper, ADL 
chairman of the B’nai B'rith lodge 
in St. Pete. 

Jews applying for membership 
in civic clubs in this city have 
found doors closed to them in 
other instances in the past. Until 
some six years ago, Balkin re- 
ported, the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce followed a restricted 
policy in St. Pete. However an 
extensive and lengthy program of 
education and persuasive work on 
the part of ADL, B'nai B'rith and 
JC members from other parts of 
the state, together with exposes 
in local newspapers, eliminated

AGE OF CLAIMANTS NOTED 

Herren Hammerschmidt and 
Mansfeld said most of the claim- 
ants were too old to live to see 
the day when their claims would 
be settled. They noted that 40 
per cent of the applicants were 
more than 60 years of age—33 
per cent between 60 and 75 and 
7 per cent more than 75. 

The authors said leading law- 
yers in Frankfurt believed it 
would take at least 20 years to 
settle all the claims in view of the 
shortage of competent officials. 

Aside from the material difficul- 
ties in settling the cases, the au- 
thors cited examples of officials 
who, for spurious reasons and fre- 
quently for reasons of discrimina- 
tion, refused to accept claims. 

One case cited was that of a 
76-year-old widow of a man who 
was killed in the ghetto of Riga, 
Latvia. She could not get dam- 
ages because she could not pro- 
duce witnesses who had seen her 
husband murdered. The authors 
said the officials had taken this 
line despite documentary evidence 
that all 27,000 inmates of the 
Riga ghetto had been liquidated 
by the Nazis. 

REFUGEE’S CASE IS CITED 

The authors also cited the case 
of a man who had barely escaped 
to Czechoslovakia only to be sur- 
prised there by the invading Ger- 
man Army. From his hideout he 
observed an SS (Elite Guard) pa- 
trol entering the house where he) 
was hidden. Gripped by port 
he jumped from his window and 
was killed. The claims court 
ruled against granting a pension 
to his widow on the ground that 
the SS patrol had been searching 
for another man and not her hus- 
band. 

As opposed to this treatment of 
the Nazi victims, the authors 
cited the following cases of readi- 
ness to reward former Nazi offi- 
cials and their heirs: Rudolf

raeli Army. 

Chief Chaplain Major Dov Co- 
hen—Rabbi Cohen, in civilian life, 
to which he recently returned—~ 
was born in Seattle, Wash. He 
has been a resident of Israel since 
his youth, when he went there to 
study at Hebron Rabbinical col- 
lege. The riots of 1929 and 1936, 
which sent most of the Americans 
studying at Hebron hurrying 
back to the States, did not deter 
Rabbi Cohen, who remained at his 
studies.

DESPITE HIS MANY years ab- 
sence from the U. 8S., except for 
several years of study at Colum- 
bia university in New York, the 
mild-mannered, scholarly rabbi 
has not lost his American accent. 

With the establishment of the 
State of Israel, the Military Rab- 
binate, which included the serv- 
ices of professional rabbis on a 
volunteer basis, was formed and 
eventually united with the Sherut 
Dati (Religious Service). The 
Sherut Dati had been set up dur- 
ing the Hagana period and mainly 
supervised Kashruth practices. 

In 1947 Rabbi Cohen was living 
in Jerusalem, and was the spir- 
itual leader of the Congregation 
Shirat Yisroel, where the city’s 
distinguished citizens prayed. 

* * +. 


AT THIS TIME it seemed cer- 
tain that the country stood on the 
threshold of decisive events. 
Fierce fighting broke out with in- 
cessant bombardment that was 
not to let up until the Armistice 
agreement. Jewish Jerusalem 
was virtually surrounded by the 
enemy. Communication with the 
outside world was almost com- 
pletely cut off.

WHILE IN THE MIDDLE of 
his talk, exhorting the people not 
to yield and to fight for every 
house, the enemy began a bom- 
bardment. The audience listened 
calmly to the end of the talk and 
then went on to pray the evening 
service. 

When the State was_ estab- 
lished, a percentage of the air 
force personnel were from for- 
eign countries, many coming 
from English speaking lands.

Chaplains are_ stationed at 
every base. Among their other 
duties, they supervise the observ- 
ance of kashruth, organize serv- 
ices and study groups at night, 
and distribute teffilin and _ sid- 
durim to all those requesting 
them. In the Israeli Army, which 
contains groups from many coun- 
tries, and a large number of new- 
comers, there are constantly fam- 
ily and social problems which are 
dealt with by the chaplains. 
Periodically, they consult with the 
chief chaplain who, unlike the 
chaplains at the bases, must be 
a professional rabbi.

RABBI COHEN is at present 
head of the Division of Rabbinical 
Activities of the Chief Rabbinate. 
He is an authority on religious 
life in Israel. 

Much discussion in the United 
States has centered around the 
future of religion in Israel. 

“One of the great hindrances 
to religion in Israel,” declares 
Rabbi Cohen, “is that the country 
is enveloped in its materialistic 
upbuilding. Once this is achieved, 
the ground will be ripe for a 
great increase in the religious life 
of the population.” 

He believes that Conservative 
and Reform practices cannot 
flourish in Israel, as he maintains 
these movements are the result of 
living in a non-Jewish environ- 
ment. An Israeli Jew who is not 
religious will be that much less 
Orthodox, and will not turn to 
Conservative or Reform.

RABBI COHEN’S current visit 
is in connection with Mainmon- 
ides Year, the 750th anniversary 
of the Rambam’s death. He has 
been lecturing to many rabbinical 
groups, seeking to interest the 
rabbis to visit Israel and become 
acquainted with the country. He 
lauds the intense interest shown 
by the rabbinate and laity in Is- 
raeli life and events. 

The former chief chaplain is 
also the president of the Alumni 
Association of the Hebron Rabbin- 
ical college, one of the largest 
yeshivot in Israel. Many of the 
foremost rabbis of Israel are 
graduates of Hebron. 

In past years American yeshiva 
students have gone to Hebron for 
advanced study.

David Sarnoff 


(1891 - ) 


NE day in 1912, a 21-year-old wireless operator sat at 

his land post tinkering with his instruments. It had 

been a long and weary day and he was tired. Suddenly he 

sat up tense and eager. The telegraph keys were clicking 

out an exciting message. It was an SOS. Somewhere on the 
high seas, a ship was in distress. 

Intently he listened to catch every signal coming over 
the air-waves. When he learned the name of the ship he 
sprang into action to spread the alarm. The Titanic was 
sinking! The Titanic! That huge, beautiful floating palace 
that was carrying thousands of people across the ocean. 

The first radio operator in America to pick up the dis- 
tress signals, he worked feverishly, and within a few hours 
a whole nation was aghast at the horror of that fearful sea 
tragedy. For 17 hours the young radio operator sat at his 
post, receiving and sending to a waiting world the full reports 
of the frightful sea disaster in which more than a thousand 
went to a watery grave. The whole nation came to know 
of this diligent and heroic radio operator, and David Sarnoff 
became famous. .j 

Sarnoff was born in Russia, and in his boyhood was 
intended for the rabbinate. At the age of nine he came to 
America, and at 15 he was orphaned. To help support his 
younger brothers and sisters, he worked as a newsboy. In 
spare moments he schooled himself. He found a job as 
messenger boy with the Marconi Wireless Telegraph com- 
pany. Radio fascinated him and often he spent 12 to 18 
hours a day learning its technique. Sarnoff became a radio 
operator working on land and sea. Thus began a climb to 
wealth and fame that is unparalleled in the entire world of 
radio. At 31 he became head of the Radio Corporation of 
America. He has been honored by American and foreign 
governments for his contributions to commercial radio de- 
velopment. Today, he is one of America’s leading executives 
and one of the most powerful figures in the world of radio.

STORCH is a Jewish surname derived from a house sign. 
in the olden days houses in Europe were not numbered. Instead 
of numbers the houses were distinguished by painted wooden 
signs depicting men, animals, birds, or plants. After a family 
lived under the same house sign for any length of time, the 
subject of the sign became the unofficial (later the official) 
family name. Such names are Gans (a goose), Helphant (an 
elephant), Straus (an ostrich), ete. Your family derives its 
name from the house sign depicting a stork. The house in 
question probably stood in some Southern German city.

of the origin of the name Feiner. My parents came from 

a small village near Nowograd Wolynsk, Russia.—DAVID

FEINER was originally Weiner (a wine dealer). The Yid- 
dish transliteration of German names was very peculiar 150 
years ago. A “V” was usually rendered by an “F”, an “S” by 
“SH”, a “D” by a “T” and vice versa. There is no doubt that 
your original ancestor was either a wine dealer or a producer 
of the beverage. This calling implied local prominence. The 
wine dealer (Weiner) was highly regarded because he was 
usually well off and in the center of social activity. The curious 
(mis)spelling of the name was also highly welcome with its 
connotation of fineness and excellence.

“THEN THE FIRST son she 
bears shall be given the name of 
the dead brother, so his name 
shall not be forgotten in Israel. 

“But if a man doesn’t want to 
marry his brother’s wife, then 
she should go to the Elders and 
say, ‘My husband’s brother re- 
fuses to bring forth a name in 
Israel for his brother; he doesn’t 
want to perform his duty as my 
husband’s brother.’ 

“Then the Elders of his city 
should speak to him. If he per- 
sists in saying, ‘I don’t want to 
marry her.’ 

“Then his brother’s wife should 
come to him in the presence of 
the Elders, remove one of his 
shoes and spit in his face and 
say, ‘So shall it be done to the 
man who will not build up his 
brother’s house.’

Something Must Be Dene 


\ ee survey of job discrimination 
against Jews by Chicago firms, and 
the conclusions reached by a conference 
on the same subject in Boston show the 
seriousness of the problem, and indicate 
an area of civic defense work which has 
tended to be slighted in recent years. 

When one out of four firms in Chi- 
cago, some of them national firms of 
tremendous size, refuse to hire Jews, this 
is a serious situation, 

The worst aspect of this condition is 
that, aside from the fact that it shows so 
many Americans still practicing Hitler’s 
racist policies, is that it affects mostly 
our young Jewish people, whose morale 
cannot be other than lowered by this 
confrontation with disability because of 
their religion. 

The figures in Chicago were secured 
—not by following up complaints made 
by those who feit they had been discrim- 
inated against—but by the survey meth- 
od. Not too many Jews, or for that mat- 
ter others too, will register their suspi- 
cions that they had been descriminated 
against with the proper agency. 

This means that if the real extent of 
discrimination in employment is to be 
learned, it must be discovered by seeking 
out the information by other means, such 
as from principals of employment agen- 
cies and so forth. 

We happen to know that one of the 

e 


largest appliance manufacturers and one 
of the great insurance companies in the 
U. S. were among the 1,000 firms which 
did not want Jews in their employe. In 
either case, publication of the firm’s 
name would have been disastrous to 
their business, since a great deal of the 
volume of their sales was made through 
Jewish hands. 

These firms obviously do not deserve 
the consideration the Chicago Bureau on 
Jewish Employment Problems evidently 
decided to give them. We can only as- 
sume that these firms, when their proven 
un-American employment policies were 
uncovered, promised to mend their ways. 

We’re willing to give the Bureau the 
benefit of the wisdom and experience in 
their handling of the situation, but we 
hazard the guess that this kind of dis- 
crimination would be fought most suc- 
cessfully and perhaps abolished more 
quickly if some of the offenders were 
held up to public condemnation. 

But in any event, we believe that the 
civic protective agencies will most likely 
begin to give more time to combating the 
evil. Recent gains in many directions in 
extending democratic rights to the popu- 
lace have tended to shift the emphasis of 
civic protective work, and what a few 
years ago had been only one of many 
problems of the Jewish group, may now 
secure greater attention.
